NOT SACRIFICES 
Just as “business as usual” is impossible in an all-out war, so 
the conditions oi peacetime private life are being, and to a greater 
decree will be, sharply modified a* time goes on. 
Tire rationing of a 
most rigid sort is in effect, as also is rationing of recapped and retreaded 
•tires. 
It is a warning to those with worn tires to watch their mileage. 


Already the public realizes that sugar rationing is justified by the 
‘inability to get sugar from the Philippines, and by the great demand 
tor converting molasses from Cuban and American cane and sugar 
¡beets into alcohol for defense needs. 
One-half pound per person per 
'week means no real hardship. 


The War Production Board has issued an order, in an effort to 
conserve tin for war purposes, forbidding the m anufacture oi tin cans for 
many kind.' of food, beer, spices and condiments, tobacco and all petrol­ 
eum products. 
This, of course, is only a beginning—all of it, however, 
effective well within three m onths of the nation’s entry into the war. 


If the war is prolonged, as seems inevitable, restrictions may be 
applied to many other things. 
At a time when millions of Americans 
" ill be risking their Hves, such changes in living standards are not 
sacrifices in any sense worthy of the word.

1 your age. a toy to me amused with. 
| or a pup to pet. 
A child treated 
i in any such way by a guest does 
I not warm up to the guest, who in 
turn grows more embarrassed and 
responds still more crudely to the 
child. When the child is guest and 
the adult host or hostess, the older 
person may be equally lacking in 
the niceties of social grace. 
The baby, child or youth wishes 
to be treated by a guest or host as 
the person he is.

ATLANTA. Ga.. Feb. 27—Seventy- 
five-vear-old Martha Berry, known 
as “matriarch 
of 
the 
mountain 
schools,” died today in an Atlanta 
hosptial after a long illness. 
She was founder and director of 
the famous Berry schools for boys 
and girls near Rome, Ga. 
She was admitted to the hosptial 
last August after several months of I 
failing health. 
Her death ended a career which 
saw a noted educational institution 
rise from the dreams of a young 
socialite who brushed aside the op­ 
position of family and friends to 
stake her inheritance on the task 
of providing educational opportunity 
for the poor children of the moun­ 
tains.
